The  estimated  population  of  the  area  shows  an  increase  of  2,465  on  the  previous 
year,  all  districts  having  a  larger  number  of  inhabitants  than  at  the  census  in  1931. 
In  addition  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  and  in  the 
rateable  value  of  the  area. 

Overcrowding  continues  and  thoro  are  numerous  applicants  for  houses.  This  state 
of  affairs  cannot  be  quickly  relieved  at  the  present  rate  of  building.  All  districts 
are  making  progress  with  housing.  A  large  amount  of  time  and  energy  has  been  spent 
on  tho  Housing  Survey  in  preparation  for  repairs  whGn  they  become  more  generally 
possible . 

Work  on  Wator  and  Sowerago  Schemes  continues,  ono  district  having  schomos  of 
Sewerago  for  all  villages.  With  tho  present  unsatisfactory  methods  of  sewage 
disposal  in  many  places,  which  are  prejudicial  to  health,  those  schemes  of  improvement 
are  sorely  noedod. 

Evon  tho  wot  summer  did  not  entirely  ameliorate  the  conditions  of  tho  well  water 
supply  due  to  previous  drought. 

There  was  a  dofinito  increase  in  tho  number  of  births  (151)  associated  with  a 
marked  improvement  in  tho  birth  rate  throughout  tho  area,  though  not  quite  equal  to 
that  for  England  and  Wales.  (19. l). 

Deaths  increased  by  36  as  compared  with  1945,  and  the  death  Rato  is  above  that 
for  the  country  generally  (11*5)  in  all  districts. 

Infant  deaths  increased,  after  a  decrease  tho  year  beforo,  and  there  woro  some 
deaths  from  diarrhoea. 

Thoro  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  nor  from  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  again  incroasod  oxcopt  in  one  district. 

Infectious  diseaso  was  considerably  loss  than  in  1945,  there  boing  only  half 
tho  number  of  oases  of  moaslos.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  Diphtheria  among  children. 
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iq  Immunisation  schomo  was  continued.  The  percentage  of  the  child  population  protected 
g  incroasod  from  60  to  62,  leaving  plenty  of  room  for  more  response  to  the  free 
Loculation  offered.  A  number  of  children  wore  re -inoculated .  Efforts  to  persuade 
.rents  to  have  their  children  inoculated  by  their  first  birthday  by  means  of  advertise- 
nt  in  every  way  possible  must  be  continued. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  increased  in  the  two  more  highly  populated  districts. 
te  increase  was  mainly  in  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

There  was  an  increase  of  3000  in  the  number  of  inspections  made,  otherwise  it  would 
,ve  been  difficult  to  carry  out  the  Housing  Survey  without  at  the  same  time  hampering 
her  public  health  activities. 

The  appointment  of  additional  Sanitary  staff  has  amply  justified  itself. 

I  wish  to  place  on  rocord  my  appreciation  of  tho  willing  co-operation  of  the  Sanitary 
ispectors  at  all  times.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  STATISTICS. 


The  area  shows  an  increase  in  its  rateable  value  of  £745,  and 
in  the  number  of  inhabited*  houses  of  152. 

’The  population  of  the  area,  as  estimated,  increased  in  all  four 
districts.  Tenterden  Borough  and  Tenterden  Rural  District,  which 
showed  a 'decrease  last  year,  now  have  a  figure  above  that  of  the 
census  of  1931. 

The  number  of  these  increased  in  all  districts,  the  increase  being 
greatest  in  Tenterden  Borough  and  least  in  the  Tenterden  Rural 
Distr ict .

with  corresponding  improvements  in  the  birth  rates. 

Deaths  showed  a  definite  decrease  in  the  Maidstone  and  Tenterden  Rural 
Districts,  those'  in  the  other  two  districts  being  much  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year.  Cranbrook  Rural  District  shows  an  increase  and 
Tenterden  Rural  District  a  fall  in  the  death  rate. 

The  most  urbanised  area  still  has  the  lowest  general  death  rate. 
On  the  other  hand  the  number  of  doaths  of  infants  in  the  Cranbrook 
and  Maidstone  Rural  Districts  increased  by  500%  and  50r%  respectively. 

Thero  were  six  doaths  from  diarrhoea  in  children  under  2  years 
of  age  (though  none  in  Tenterden  Borough)  as  compared  with  none  the 
year  before.  Seeing  that  most  of  the  summer  was  wet  it  is  difficult 
to  think  that  these  doaths  could  have  been  associated  with  dust  or 
flies,  but  there  were  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  due  to  food  poisoning 
organisms  ° 

Doaths  from  Cancer  increased  in  Tenterden  Borough  and  Tenterden  Rural 
District . 


HOUSING. 


There  is  still  considerable  overcrowding  and  apparently  this  must 
continue  until  more  houses  have  been  erected.  There  are  about 
two  hundred  applicants. 

20  houses  are  under  construction  and  a  scheme  for  28  more  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval. 

There  is  great  difficulty  for  owners  to  get  repairs  carried  out. 
The  building  force  and  materials  at  present  available  are  quite 
•inadequate  to  deal  with  the  heavy  arrears  of  general  repairs. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  is  15,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
build  200  more  in  the  following  year. 

There  is  considerable  overcrowding  in  the  district.  Plans  for 
new  houses  have  been  prepared  for  all  parishes.

ING  SURVEY. 


The  number  of  housos  overcrowded  under  the  Housing  Act  is  low, 
although  a  groat  number  of  families  have  not  separate  accommodation. 
A  great  deal  of  reconstruction  work  of  existing  cottages  will  have 
to  bo  undortaken  whon  labour  and  materials  are  available. 

Tho  Council  plan  to  build  500  houses,  which  is  adequate  to  meet 
the  housing  needs  in  tho  district. 

Ten  now,  and  27  prefabricated  houses  were  built  and  occupied  in 
1946,  and  in  addition  17  families  wero  found  accommodation  in 
requisitioned  houses.

In  tho  Cranbrook  R.D.  only  a  quarter  of  the  houses  surveyed  are  in 
category  1.  (satisfactory  in  all  respects)  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
area  tho  position  is  worse. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Cesspools  still  cause  nuisances  from  time  to  time. 

In  the  Tenterdon  Borough  the  built  up  area  is  entirely  sewered. 

Cranbrook  Rural  District  continue  to  press  forward  with  arrangements  for 
now  sewerage  schemes  and  improvements  on  present  sewerage  disposal  methods. 

Maidstone  Rural  District  have  in  hand  schemes  for  improvement  and 
enlargement  of  present  sewerage  arrangements,  and  a  new  scheme  of  disposal 
for  Loose  village. 

Tenter don  Rural  District  have  drawn  up  schemes  for  sewerage  of  all 
villages.  The  Council  havo  decided  to  arrange  for  cesspool  emptying, 
and  have  instituted  rofuse  collection  from  all  parts  of  the  district.

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Five  samples  were  taken  in  the  Cranbrook  District  for  chemical  Examination  and  were 
satisfactory,  two  in  the  Maidstone  District  one  of  which  was  unsatisfactory* 

It  will  bo  notod  that  75%  of  samples  from  wells  were  found  unsatisfactory  for 
drinking  purposes.  The  users  were  advised  to  boil  the  water  ponding  the  laying 
on  of  Mains  supplies  where  possible. 

Contamination  of  the  raw  water  from  Ewell  Manor  at  East  Farloigh  has  not  been  s'o 
evident  as  in  tho  past. 

A  survey  of  the  water  supplies  of  Kent  was  made  by  a  water  onginoor  of  tho  Ministry 
of  Health.  Tho  report'  is  not  yet  available.

More  supervision  of  ordinary,  as  distinct  from  '’designated’'  milk,  is  required,  and 
also  of  that  supplied  to  schools . 

From  tho  point  of  view  of  cleanliness  in  production,  it  will  bo  notod  that  11.4 
per  cent  of  milk  samples  from  Tuberculin  Tested  herds  is  unsatisfactory,  while  of 
those  from  Accredited  herds  the  figure  is  7*6%. 

From  none  of  the  samples  of  mixed  milk  taken  during  the  year  was  the  bacillus  of 
tuberculosis  isolated.

+  =  The  figures  under  this  heading,  of  course,  give  no  idea  of  the  prevalence 
of  sore  throats.  The  cases  shown  were  admitted  to  hospital  as  suspected 
diphtheria. 

There  was  less  infectious  disease  than  in  1945,  except  in  the  Cranbrook 
Rural  District.  The  increase  here  was  due  mainly  to  an  epidemic  of  Measles, 
which  spread  to  most  of  the  villages,  and  outbreaks  of  Sonne  Dysentery, 

Gastr o-Enter itis  (B.  Aortryche)  and  Whooping  cough.  Most  of  the  cases  of 

Dysentery  occurred  at  a  school  (party  residential). 

.  * 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  continued  to  occur,  mainly  in  Hawkhurst, 
throughout  the  year  except  in  December. 
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Thar a  was  a  considerable  epidemic  of  Chicken  pox  in  the  Cranbrook  and  in  loss 
numbors  in  the  Tentordon  District.  There  was  an  epidemic  of  Mumps  in  so'veral  of  the 
villages  of  the  Maidstono  Rural  District. 

With  the  exception  of  19  cases  of  Whooping  cough,  Tonterden  Borough'  remained  free 
from  infectious  disease  during  the  yo ar • 

Cranbrook  still  rotains  its  position  for  the  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified, 
though  there  was  an  incroase  this  year  in  the  Maidstone  District. 

There  was  only  1  case  (clinical)  of  Diphtheria,  a  woman  20  years  old. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  Measles,  or  Scarlet  Fever,*  1  in  the 
Maidstone  Rural  District  from  a  maternal  case  (not  Puerperal  Sepsis).

There  were  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  in  children  (l  -  15)  during  the  year, 
and  only  1  adult  case.

Tenterden  Borough,  Cranbrook  R.  D.  and  Maidstone  R.D. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified,  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
decreased  in  the  Tenterden  Borough  and  Tenterden  Rural  District,  showed  an 
increase  of  one  in  the  Cranbrook,  and  almost  doubled  itself  in  the  Maidstone 
Rural  District.
